that he brought her to Madison 
Saturday from Mishawaka, Ind. 
Mayfield, who >s married and has 
two small children here, related 
details of a two-year 
acquaint­ 
ance with Miss Lee. 
He said she had lived at Bed­ 
ford, Ind., and at Mitchell, 
and 
had been employed as a waitress 
in restaurants at North Vernon. 
Mishawaka, Logansport, Detroit 
and Chicago. He said 
he 
had 
visited her in most of these cit­ 
ies. 
The girl telephoned him early 
Saturday night, Mayfield 
said, 
find he agreed to meet 
her 
in 
front of his 
home. 
When 
he 
reached the street, he related, he 
found her in a 
semi-conscious 
condition with a bullet hole 
in 
her right temple. He carried her 
into his home where she died be­ 
fore a doctor arrived.
